1 . The reply filed on 06 November 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) 
or matter(s): 

The reply is not fully responsive to paragraphs 3(a), 3(c) and 5(e) of the prior Office Action filed 05 July 2006. 

With respect to paragraph 3(a), while all of the questioned reference signs have been removed from the figures, the lead lines 
associated with most of these reference signs have not also been removed, and therefore the reply is not fully responsive to the 
objection(s) raised in this paragraph. Additionally, page 12 of the "REMARKS" states that "reference numeral 58 has not been 
removed from Figure 18. Instead, reference numeral 58 has been added to the specification in order to denote the flat coil of the voice 
coil motor as corresponding to reference numeral 58 (see line 25 on page 14 of the substitute specification)." The addition of 
reference numeral 58 to the specification is noted, however, upon looking at the replacement sheet for FIG. 18, reference numeral 58 
has been removed from FIG. 18 (emphasis added). Thus, FIG. 18 still fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) and the reply is not 
fully responsive to the objection(s) raised in paragraph 3(a). 

With respect to paragraph 3(c), the requested correction has not been made nor has any reasoning been given for the 
alternative correction made by applicant. Thus, the reply is not fully responsive to the objection(s) raised in this paragraph. 

. With respect to paragraph 5(e), the requested correction to claim 1 1 has not been made nor has any reasoning been given for 
the lack of correction by applicant. Thus, the reply is not fully responsive to the objection(s) raised in this paragraph.
